eae Capitol Comment’, the column 
in The Townsman by Rep. B. 
Morse, puts the Representative in 
the position of missing a great 
opportunity of defending both the 
Constitution and the Court. I refer 
to his comments on the Prayer 
decision by the Supreme Court in 
July 12 issue. 

“The United States is under 
Liberty, hence the Court took the 
Opportunity to perform a valuable 
service, a service which the Con- 
stitution had come to need, Being 
under Liberty, we then have, among 
other things, the right tobe wrong. 
the right to be different, the right 
to be unequal, the right to any 
religion, or no religion, ete, And 
that right is a more serious and 
valuable right than such a matter 
as religious education. Conse- 
quently, the impeccable reply of 
any member of government con- 
cerning the Court’s decision js 
this: ‘The United States is Under 
Liberty’. 

‘Accordingly, Massachusetts, as 
well as other units of government, 
should consider opening their 
school day, as well as closing it, 
by reading the Preamble to the 
Federal Constitution. It declares 
what the United States wishes to 
achieve: ‘*. . the Blessings of 
Liberty to ourselves and our 
Posterity. . .’’. It also names the 
means by which government shall 
seek that aspiration. Nowhere does 
it limit itself to God, or super- 
natural religion. They are not 
mentioned. 

**Those churchmen who com- 
plain that the Court gives too much 
weight to the rights of minorities 
should learn an _ elementary 
Christian precept. The Founder of 
Christianity made the point by 
telling a story of a lost sheep. The 
vast majority, all 99 of them, were 
left to fend for themselves while 
the Master devoted all his efforts 
to the needs of the single sheep 
Accordingly, the Court continues 
to be a shining, example of how to 
implement that monumental pre- 
cept. It’s hoped that Rep. Morse 
will give public recognition to this 
great quality of the Court in this 
decision and to the Constitution 
which has established Liberty for 
all men without regard to any other 
thing.’’

VERSATILE CELOSIAS 


You'll have to look sharp to find the man behind this one huge 
plant of celosia Pampas Plume. It takes only a few of these 
flowers to make your garden brilliant with bloom. 


It hardly seems possible, when you look first at a tight ‘‘cocks- 
comb” of a flower and then at a tall, stately, plumy bloom, that 
the two can be related, but nevertheless, both are celosias, There 
are, in addition, dwarf cockscombs and dwarf plumed types, 


to make it easy for you to 
have just what you'd like in 
your garden. 

Tiniest are the extra dwarf 
cockscombs, Which come in 
mixed colors only and grow 
but 8 inches high. These make 
a charming and unusual edg- 
ing for a flower bed. 

Lilliput or dwarf feathered 
celosias include Fire Feather 
with 12 inch fluffy spikes of 
fiery crimson and equally 
brilliant Orange Feather which 
grows only 10 inches_ high. 
There is also a Golden Feath- 
er with deep yellow flowers. 
The three colors used together 
make a color symphony that’s 
hard to beat. Use them to- 
gether in bed or border. 

In the crested cockscomb 
class is a former All-America 
Selections winner, Toreador. 
This has lustrous red flower 
heads with scarlet highlights, 
grows about’20 inches in height 
and is uniform, with all heads 
at about the same height. Leaf 
color is light green, which forms 
a perfect contrast to the bright 
flowers. 

Empress is another crested 
cockscomb, quite different in 
coloring. This has deep bronzy 
foliage and huge “combs” of 
dark crimson-purple. It grows 
only 10 inches tall. 

These two varieties are flow- 
ers to show off against a plain 
background of a fence or, per- 
haps, evergreens.

Since Americans are a 
mobile people—changing their per- 
manent addresses on the average of 
about every 5 years—the address 
on the bond registration is almost 
as important as the name itself. 

In the event your bonds are lost, 
stolen, or destroyed, the Treasury 
Department will replace them. The 
name and address must be furnished, 
of course, in order that the records

The big fellows, among ce- 
losias, are the giant plumed 
or the tall feathered varieties. 
Forest Fire with brilliant scar- 
let plumes waving over bronze- 
maroon foliage, Gold Fleece 
with shimmering golden plumes 
over green leaves, Pampas 
Plume which may have bright 
bronze, copper, gold, red, deep 
crimson or scarlet feathery 
flowers all belong to this clas- 
sification. So, too, do Flaming 
Fire with orange-scarlet, blooms 
and Pride of Castle Gold with 
mixed colors of yellow, scarlet, 
crimson and orange-red. 


All of these tall celosias grow 
between two and a half and’ 
three feet high; bloom from mid- 
summer until frost. Plan to use 
them in the background of bed 
or border. 


Even after frost, celosias can 
bloom inside your house, for 
both the cockscomb and the 
plumed type are easy to dry. 
Pick the flowers when they are 
fully colored, strip the leaves 
from the stems, and hang them 
upside down, three or four 
stems tied into a little bunch. 


An airy place that is out of 
the sunlight will do for drying. 
After flower heads are com- 
pletely dry, use them with 
fresh or dried foliage, just as 
you would if they were fresh, 
and enjoy their beauty in win- 
ter as well as in summer.
